However, Wallace said, “42 
per cent is a big amount to get 
when you have lost momentum. 
That was a very good vote in 
1972 and it would be difficult, 
very difficult to approach that 
figure.” 
Four years ago, Wallace and

murderers were upheld Monday by the Indiana Supreme 
Court 
The court rejected the appeal of Oscar Maynard 
Arthur. Indianapolis, convicted of firstdegree murder in 
the May 27. 1972 shotgun slaying of Richard Stern. 
Indianapolis, that climaxed a quarrel over Arthur's 
estranged wife. Luis 
Arthur argued he should have had 20 peremptory 
challenges of jurors instead of IO because he faced a 
possible death penalty He should have had a mistrial, 
he argued, because the judge sent the jury lunch without 
the mandatory reminder that they not discuss the case 
The high court said his case was not capital; that he 
faced imprisonment at most It said the defense failed 
to object at the trial to the failure of Judge Harold 
Kohlmeyer in Marion County Criminal Court-3 to remind 
the jury 
Wifeslayer Edwin Paul Baum. Indianapolis, appealed 
a 
second-degree 
murder 
conviction 
on 
numerous 
ground.- Among them, he alleged the Marion County-

rises away from em And they didn t know when they 
broke the window what kind of gases and stuff would

He said the fumes were sulfurous and got through

At the same time, agricultural statistician Earl Park 
reported from Purdue University that corn planting was

All aspirin made by reliable 
manufacturers must be con­ 
sidered the same in its ef­ 
fectiveness. The wide disparity 
in the cost of aspirin must 
therefore be attributed only to 
pal kaging and advertising and

More sober people who keep 
their arms in such a fixed 
position recognize the tingling 
sensation in the tips of their 
fingers and, of course, change 
their position and prevent 
damage to the nerve.

G overnor O tis R B ow en 


The need for security for individuals and for 
society has been a priority throughout our 
history 
Without order, there can be no society. 
Without law. order is only brute force 
Without 
justice, 
law 
is 
only 
order 
by 
organization 
Our crim inal justice system reflects these 
goals and our unique national history It is a 
constant concern of government because of 
its im portance to our people and because the 
system evolves as society grows and changes 
In Indiana, our whole system of crim inal 
justice is based upon a provision in the Bill of 
Rights in our state Constitution 
"The penal 
code shall be founded on the principal of 
reform ation, and not of vindictive justice." 
From that beginning has come forth a m ass 
of crim inal justice law 
which ultim ately 
accum ulated some 2,000 separate statutes 
that becam e difficult to apply, unwieldy to 
adm inister and vulnerable to procedural 
attack 
One of the first things I decided upon taking 
office was to begin the process of modernizing 


this confusing body of law, in order that it be 


better understood and better enforced This 
has been accomplished 
We also have undertaken the process of 
devising a new code for juveniles, so that the 
law may be a m ore effective tool in dealing 
with youthful offenders 
Because of recent 
Adm inistration 
and 
legislative support, the Indiana Prosecutors' 
Council is viewed as a national model and our 
Judicial Center provides valuable help to our 
judges 
Where 
local 
support 
exists, 
we 
have 
fostered the concept of com m unity correc­ 
tions centers 
We 
have 
upgraded 
security 
at 
our 
correctional institutions, 
while expanding 
rehabilitation program s aim ed at m eeting the 
Constitutional requirem ent 
In the past few weeks, we have comm enced 
a system -wide evaluation of our corrections 
institutions in order to recom m end proper 
courses of action to the legislature with 
respect to the size, location, and security 
needs of our penal institutions.

Export Programs

Some 
m idwestern 
cooperatives 
have 
b e g u n 
m arketing program s that are aim ed at 
seriously com peting for the first tim e with 
the big grain com panies for lucrative export 
sales. 
Aside from one organization that has 
m aintained its own export elevators on the 
louisiana coast for the past few years, 
cooperatives have so far not been able to 
crack the export business, with the result 
that 93 per cent of overseas grain sales have 
been 
controlled 
by 
large 
m ultinational 
private com panies 


Two cooperatives that have started export 
m arketing program s this season are Far- 
MarCo 
of 
Hutchinson, 
Kan., 
which 
is 
handling wheat sales for its m em ber groups, 
and the F arm ers Grain D ealers Association 
of Iowa, which is promoting corn sales for 
producers 
The program s are aim ed at large volume 
sales, dom estic as well as foreign, but the 
m ain thrust is toward the export m arket. 
The reason is simple. 
The Iowa group siy s that five years ago 
70 per cent of the corn it sold wound up on 
tne domestic m arket and 30 per cent went 
overseas 
Today those figures have been 
exactly reversed and most of the grain sold 
is being shipped out of the country. 
FGDAI officials say they instituted their 
program 
because 
export 
dem and 
i s 
continuous, but in the past sm all farm ers 
have not had the m eans to m arket surplus 
grain m ore than once or twice a year 


Under the FGDAI 
plan, 
farm ers can 
commit anyw here from of 1,000 bushels to a 
maxim um of 50 per cent of their planned 
corn production this year to the m arketing 
program The farm er agrees to supply the 
corn within 15 days after FGDAI decides to 
enter the m arket and calls in the grain. 
When the grain is delivered to the elevator 
the farm er can receive an advance paym ent 
of 75 per cent of the total if he wants Full 
paym ent is to be m ade before the end of 
October, 1977 
The F ar Mar-Co plan works on acreage, 
with 
individual 
farm ers 
perm itted 
to 
commit up to IOO per cent of their wheat 
acreage this year to the program Paym ent 
provisions also differ somewhat from the 
Iowa program 
FGDAI’s plan is the latest step in a 
process that started several years ago when 
it and local cooperatives leased their own 
railroad cars and then later joined with five 
other regional cooperatives to acquire a 
barge line in order to be m ore com petitive 
in sales

said

transportation 
assets 
were 
adequate 
to 
move Iowa grain if it reached the m arket in 
a more orderly fashion than the past Thus, 
the new m arketing program was started.

And By The Way- 
Oyster Farming 


BOLINAS, Calif (UPI) — It was 1935, and 
Charlie Johnson was 23 years old. 
He was sitting under a tree in Missouri 
with his two young sons, watching his house 
burn do'wn 
To m ake things worse, the hot Missouri 
winds had ruined his wheat crop 
“ F irst thing I did," Johnson said, "w as to 
get a ruler and a m ap and get as far away 
from there as I could and still be in the 
United S tates." 
H e’s still farm ing, but he doesn't have to 
worry about drought any m ore 
He went 
West and m ade good - as an oyster farm er. 
Testimony to Johnson’s success are huge 
num bers of oysters strung on wires hung 
from wooden racks pounded into the soft 
m ud at D rake's Hay near this northern 
California town 
The osyters sip the planktonic!! water and 
m unch their way to harvest size 
And Johnson and his sons now m ake a 


good living from the oyster farm they took 
over in 1957, 
“ We do about $5,400 worth of oysters, 
clam s and scallops a w eek,” he said. "And 
we keep going seven days a week " 


Johnson says he is one of only two or three 
successful com m ercial oysterm en left in 
California 
T've spent 36 years in the fishing industry, 
and I ve been everyw here in the world 
where they grow oysters," he said 
That includes Japan, where he picked up 
refined techniques of the craft, and also met 
his wife of 28 years, Maikiko. 
Johnson pioneered in America the method 
of 
raising 
oysters 
strung 
from 
racks. 
Oysters used to be simply dum ped in the 
mud with the hope they would survive 
hungry sharks, rays and starfish 
The survival factor of oysters grown on 
hanging racks is m ore than 80 per cent

SEATTLE

When 
Robert Rattray got to the King 
County jail to begin serving a 
two hour sentence, he almost 
got kicked out 
Rattray. 26, was sentenced 
last month by Superior Court 
Judge Robert Winsor to spend 
two hours 
in jail, 
including 
lunch, 
so 
he 
might 
learn 
something about the misery of 
prison 
He signed in at the desk in 
the lobby of the King County 
Courthouse Saturday and went 
directly to the 10th floor jail 
where felons are kept 
Then his troubles to get into 
jail began 


Despite widespread publicity, 
booking 
officers 
had 
never 
heard of the two-hour sentence 
or the two years probationary 
period 
and 
IOO 
hours 
of 


commmunity service Rattray- 
had also been handed 
They were ready to kick him 
out of jail when someone of 
higher authority stepped in and 
Rattray began serving his time 
He was fingerprinted, mug 
ged. m ade to undergo a “ skin 
search” and deloused. 
He was then issued coveralls 
and locked in A l tank which is 
a receiving cellblock consisting 
of 
four m an 
cells 
and 
a 
dayroom with televison 
Almost immediately he was 
called to a lunch of thin roast 
beef, 
m ashed 
potatoes 
and 
brown 
gravy, 
two slices 
of 
bread and a scoop of whipped 
butter and a piece of cake. 


He was then taken back to 
the A l dayroom to serve out 
the rest of his sentence.. 
One officer doubted such a

“ How’s he going to learn

about 
jail 
in

hours0” he asked “That's like 
touring Boeing and saying you 
know how to build airplanes.”

Skua Travels 9,000 Miles 


WASHINGTON (UPI) 
A 
skua 
a gull like bird the size 
of a small goose 
has flown 
9,000 miles from one pole to the 
other in less than six months. 
Scientists 
who 
made 
the 
announcement Sunday said the 
time was 
“ rem arkable” but 
probably not a record. 
The flight is the strongest 
evidence to date that the skua, 
which range further south than 
any other bird known to man. 
migrates 
into 
the 
northern 
hemisphere. 
Dr. 
David 
F 
Parm elee of the University of 
Minnesota said 
The specific bird that m ade 
the recorded bipolar flight was 


tagged with an identifying band 
on Jan 20. 1975, by David R 
Neilson, a student from Mil 
Waukee, on Shortcut Island off 
the Antarctic Peninsula. 


Dr. Parm elee said the bird 
apparently left the area by late 
March of last year, and was 
recovered at Godthabsfjorden, 
Greenland, July 31, 1975, by an 
Eskimo. 
“ There is the strong jKissibili 
tv that the South Polar skua 
may be another bipolar m i­ 
grant. a sort of counterpart to 
the arctic tern that breeds in 
the arctic and migrates to the 
antarctic...,” Parm alee said
